2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

DE-A-101 58 114 (see, in particular, figures 3, 4, 6 
and 7 and the corresponding description) discloses a 
device according to the preamble of claim 1, the 
sole independent claim. 


The characterizing features solve the technical 
problem of simplifying the handling of such a device 
while nevertheless creating a particularly stable 
connection . 


Although figure 12 and the description on pages 20 
and 21 of WO-A-0 1 /2 02 1 6 show a similar device in 
which the sliding sleeve (90) can be slid into a 
locking recess (88) in the area of the engaging nose 
(87) which is introduced into the clamping clip 
(86), this known sliding sleeve cannot be displaced 
out of an unlocking recess. 

This feature makes it possible for the sliding 
sleeve always to be securely connected to the rest 
of the device. 


The sliding sleeve in DE-A-101 58 114 is also

displaceable out of this type of unlocking recess 
(between protrusions 29 and 30) . Nevertheless, it is 
not possible to combine these two documents in order 
to arrive at subject matter like that defined in 
claim 1, without thereby being inventive. If the 
clamping clip 8 6 from the WO document were provided 
with a front-side groove as an "unlocking recess", 
the coupling elements 91 of the sliding sleeve 90 
would press the engaging nose inward to such an 
extent that the corrugated pipe could no longer be 
inserted. Therefore, this position would not be an 
unlocking position, the recess would not be a real 
unlocking recess, and the combination discussed 
would not lead to the subject matter of claim 1. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 involves an 
inventive step within the meaning of PCT Article 
33 (3) . 

Claims 2-6 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step. 

The industrial applicability of the claimed subject 
matter is established in the description within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(4).
